fit a Celebration in Mis- 


Chicago Brute Murder* His 


Wife in Cold Itlood. 


Other MiiterestliiK State untl 


Itliscellaiu on* New* Item*. 


Cmoxoo, July 4.—Charles J. Guiteau, 


the President's assassinator, was a Chi- 
cago lawyer known within a small circle 
as a very queer personage. He had an 
ollice cm tho corner oi. Washington and 
Clark streets and boarded at the Clifton 
house. Ho hail but little practice, it he 
had any, aud was chielly known for his 
idiosyncrasies. During the first part of 
hia residence here he was recognized as a 
harmless kiud of fellow, quiet in law ways 
but full of crotchets. Ho lived a self- 
contained life and was morose, aud it was 
with difficulty that even his friends could 
get him to tulk. When he did eugiige in 
conversation 
it 
was 
iu 
such an 


incoherent and disjointed manner that it 
would impress everyone with whom ho 
came in contact. 
Later on ho wont to 


New York, and, failing to pay his board 
bill, was thrown into prison. Ho then 
became a monomaniac on tho second 
coming of Christ; wrote to the papers 
on the subject, delivered several lectures 
in different parts of tho country, and 
wrote a book entitled " The Truth: A 
Companion to the Bible." 
The New 


York Herald ridiculed him, and he insti- 
tutsd a suit for damages against the pa- 
per. Soon after he returned to Chicago, 
aud then it was evident to all his friends 
that he bad gone daft. 
He was arrested 


for embezzling money from a client, and 
was incarcerated in the jail, but nothing 
was ever done iu his case. 
Guiteau was known by all his acquaint- 


ances as a crazy dead-beat. He lived by 
borrowing money from friends for a long 
time, as he certainly had no practice or 
means of support. Guiteau was a grad- 
uate ot the Michigan university, and is 
well connected. Ho is of French descent. 
His father, it is said, is president of tho 
Second National Bank, of Freeport, 111. 
Tho reason for his departure from Illi- 
nois was the accumulation of his finan- 
cial ditllulties.

THE MENTAL EFFECTS OP EARTH- 


QUAKES. 


' The outbreak of now earthquakes, 
tost at Agrnm, then in Ischio, and now 
in Chios, tho last tho most destructive 
of all, and costing thousands of lives, 
within a few weeks of each other, aeoma 
to show that a period of carthquake- 
shockmay have begun .which may nf- 
lecV to an extent by BO moans iucon- 
nderable, tho history nnd life of our 
century. No ono can doubt that the 
earthquakes and 
volcanic eruptions 
which visited the same general region, 
but more especially Asia MinoiTand 
Italy, during the first and second cen- 
turlesof our era, produced great effects 
not only on the minds and characters 
ol that generation, but even on tho 
distribution of population; nor that the 
earthquake at Lisbon, in tho last centu- 
ry, produced almost as great a shock on 
the thoughts of men as it produced 
physically on the immense region over 
W^ilt8i*!fo!Pto weve felt~a fc^on 
which Included almost all Europe, part 
0* Africa »nd part of tho American 
Continent. A spell of earthquake of 
any violence or duration, which should 
extend over such a Held as that, would 
In a tune like our own, when every 
influence is intensified by tho simulta- 
neous transmission of the impressions 
it produces to all parts of the globe, 
produce the most powerful eftects. not 
wnvpiy on the countries which might 
•Utter, from it. but on all the world. 
»o physical 
phendtocna, 
however 
qreadful, seem to produce tho same 
•ense of paralysis as earthquakes.

everything seems to Change color; our 


course, that some very great change 
in the magnetic conditions of a spot

excitement 
of 


mind exhibited by all living crea- 
tures previous to the onset of the 
earthquake. That, however, is pure 
conjecture. 
What is interesting is, 


that a certain 
blank consternation 


seems always to be the characteristic 
herald of an earthquake, as well as the 
characteristic result. That It should be 
the characteristic result is, of course, 
no wonder. Tha very condition of hu- 
man life is the 'solidity of the not very 
thick earth-crust on which we live, and 
when that solidity is exchanged forpos- 
itivo fluidity, as it !s in the worst earth- 
quakes, it is natural enough that stupe- 
faction should be the result. In one of 
the Calabrian earthquakes it was dis- 
covered that largo pieces of ground had 
so changed places that a plantation of 
mulberry-trees had boon carriod into 
the middle of a corn-fleld and thero 
lett, anil a field sown with lupines had 
been carried out into the middle of n 
vineyard. Tho Italian lawsuits which 
resulted from this liquefaction of "real" 
property may bo easily imagined. Still 
stranger, in tho earthquake in Iliobamba 
m 17i)7, Alexander von Humboldt found 
that tho whole furniture of of ono house 
had been buried bonoath tho ruins of 
tho next house. 
•« Tho upper layer of 


the soil, formed of matter not possessing 
a great degree of coherency, had moveS 
Jiko water in running streams, nnd we 
are compelled to suppose that those 
streams flowed first downward, and at 
last roao upward. Tho motion in tho

in Jamaica (July 7, 1632) must have 
boon not less complicatodV According 
to the account of an oyc-witnoss tho 
whole surface of tho ground had as- 
sumed tho appearance of running water. 
I he sea and land appeared to rush on 
ono another, and to minglo in the wild- 
est confusion. Some persons who at 
tho beginning of tho calamity, had es- 
caped into tho streets and to tho squares 
ot tho town, to avoid tho danger of be- 
ing crushed under the ruina of the fall- 
ing houses, wcro so violently tossed 
from one side to tho other that many of 
them received severe contusions, nnd 
some were maimed. Others were lift- 
ed up, hurled through tho air, and 
thrown down at a distance from the 
place where they wore standing. A 
few who woro in town were carried 
away to tho seashore, which was rather 
distant, and then thrown into tho sea 
by which accident, however, their lives 
were saved."

Largo flights of locusts were seen 
creeping through tho streets of Naples 
toward the sea the night before the 
earthquake. Winged ants took refuge 
during the darkness in the rooms of 
houses. 
Some dogs, a few minutes 


before the first shock took place, awoko 
their sleeping masters, by barking and 
pulling them as if they wished to wain 
them of the impending danger, and 
several persons were thus enabled to 
•ave themselves." What It is, before 
the sound or shock of earthquake is 
Mlt, which warns both animals and hit- 
man beings of the approach of some 
dreadful catastrophe threatening tho 
very basis of their existence no ono, of 
course, can say; since the impression 
made upon tho nervous system is, at 
feast as regards our own species, evi- 
dently one of general disturbance, and 
not one to which experience attaches 
any explicit significance. It may bo, of 


a grim enough realization of tho prayer 
of tho prophet: "Othat Thou wouldst 
rond tho heavens, that Thou wouldst 
como down, that tho mountains miffht 
flow down at Thy presence," for the 
mountains do really how down in earth- 
quakes, but tho oftcct of that flowing is 
a consternation such as no other plie- 
nomcnon of physical life, not even the 
worst darkness of volcanic eruptions 
overproduces. 


It is curious to think what such races 


as the Teutonic would become under 
the influence of frequent earthquakes. 
Their "solidity" of character, as it Is 
called, largely consists in tho confidence 
they feel in the sameness of all Nature's 
ways; and whether it would survive 
that confidence, ant! outlive the con- 
stancy on which it was nourished, is 
yery doubtful. 
An English squire, for 
instance, whoso timber and crops had 
changed places with the timber and es- 
tates of his next neighbor, would cer- 
tainly not bo recognizably an English 
squire much longer. An English mor- 
cnant, whoso stock of satins or toas had 
vanished under tho establishment of his 
rival, would find tho world so very 
much out of joint that he himself woukl 
probably become an unmeaning phe- 
nomenon. It is, indeed, clear that even 
rare periodical attacks of earthquake 
would render tho existence of a great 
capital impossible, and tho character of 
an agricultural population quite differ- 
ent, and probably much more capricious 
than before. — Spectator.

Are not those dearest to hor benefited by 
her exertions, and shall irksome rontino 
sta - ,1 in the way of their wolfaro and 
comfort? Docs not nature herself sot ns 
an example of routine and repetition in 
which there is no shadow of shirkagcP 
What if she should omit some such lit- 
tle detail as the grass, tho early.lihil 
later rains, the planetary movements ? 
In tho economy of tho househbld-. every 
disregarded duty or slighted task-tells 
its own story in tho long account, as tho 
old geologic foundations have registered 
tho rains of their period; and as ovcry 
household is a fraction of tho divine 
economy, housework in its homeliest 
phases is promoted from a menial, un- 
consitlorcd thing to dignity and., power.
